o'clock in the morning, and, as they 
were unable to obtain any fop* there 
on .iccount of the hotel being closed, 
they at once started 'down the short 
trail to the Sentinel hotel to get some- 
thing to eat. .They arrived at Halfway 
Point about 8 o'clock. 
There Tupper 


left the trail against the advice of his 
two friends, who followed him a short 
distance and returned to the trai!, but 
were unable to persuade him not to 
try the perilous route of scaling the 
cliff, which is 2000 fett from the floor
